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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly. — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babco^, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they ^d 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may dso have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said inconie, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respe^- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner or 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wednes- 
day of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following:"Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or l^queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be desired by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall^ be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.”

STATE CONVENTION 


CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in Con- 
necticut; and to act as agent of the Baptist churches and people of the state in ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, particularly in promoting the mis- 
sionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by its pastor and 
by one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members 
and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall 
have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in accordance with 
the Constitution and By-Laws; and Officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist 
Men’s Council and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex- 
officio, to the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to 
such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President,, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
bank, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, shall be elected by ballot at 
the annual session and shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session or until their successors have 
been chosen. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 
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Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, 
the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall 
elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President and the Second Vice-President of the Convention, and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual session of the Convention 
for terms of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members shall expire each year. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Man- 
agers for terms of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the former 
Constitution, and for terms of two years those trustees who have two years to serve 
under the former Constitution; and, in addition to these, the Convention at the annual 
session at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members for terms of 
three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen members, not including 
such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occuring from other causes than the expiration 
of terms, shall be elected at each annual session for terms of three years. 

, Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President and Vice-President of 

the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Presidents of the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Men's Council, the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship and the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society, and such representatives of national societies of the 
Northern Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by them to serve on the Committee 
on Promotion shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen and wtwnen. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the later is not in session. 

Section 6. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by By-Laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote of all the delegates 
present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice in writing 
to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October, at 7:30 p. m. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the differemt 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut" Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each Association, elected by the 
Association (at their annual meetings) . The member from the Association in which 
the annual session of the Convention is to be held shall be Chairman. Vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members represent- 
ing all the Associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years and, so far as prac- 
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ticable, representing all the associations, and so constituted that the terms of its 
members shall expire yearly. Three members of the Council shall be laymen, and the 
Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The Chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Convention. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and associational councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion, and those delegates shall constitute the Committee of the Convention on matters 
relating to cooperation with that organization. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the 
Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the 
opening day of the next annual session of the Convention. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, 
unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating 
a vacancy. Removal of a member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occuring in its membership between an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a chairman, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its 
proceedings. 

ARTICLE 11. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall 
have power to appoint an Executive Secretary; a Director of Christian Education, a 
Treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing; Auditors to 
examine and certify the accounts of all financial officers; and such other agents as may 
be needed properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the 
same and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in 
accordance with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money for the 
work of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of an annual budget 
providing for the work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this 
state for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. ‘ 

Section 4. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this state. 

Section 5. At its first meeting after the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint the following Standing Committees, a majority of whose members 
shall be from the Board. 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christiari Education, consisting of not fewer than seven 
members. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. 

(4) Committee on Bilingual Work, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(5) Committee on Aided Churches, consisting, so far as practicable, of one 
member from each association. 

(6) Committee on Town and Country work consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each Association. 

(7) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each association. 

(8) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(9) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more, members. In addi- 
tion, the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one mem- 
ber, who shall be, ex-officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(10) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Pre- 
sidents, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex-officio, the 
President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section I. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board of its Executive Committee. 

(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any cor- 
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poration or business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested; or per- 
mit the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any 
way except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of die Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report its 
transactions to the Board of Managers, and make such reports as may be requested 
to the Convention, in conjunction with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

( 1 ) The. Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people’s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the local 
church. 

(2) The Committee shall maintain close cooperation with The American Bap- 
tist Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s 
work of Christian education. 

(3) The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Publicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of THE CON- 
NECTICUT BAPTIST, appointing a Business Manager and cooperating with him 
or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the 
distribution of such literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs 
of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on Bilingual Work 

The Committee on Bilingual Work shall have charge of the work conducted 
by the Convention with foreign peoples, cooperating with the Executive Secretary in 
promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the . Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 5. Committee on Aided Churches 

The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the Con- 
vention in aided English-speaking churches, cooperating with the Executive Secretary 
in promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 6. Committee on Town and Country Work 

The Committee on Town and Country Work shall advise with the Director of 
that Department on all matters pertaining to the welfare of churches in town and rural 
communities. It shall investigate possibilities for new work, assist in promoting new 
projects and stimulate the total program of the Convention among the town and country 
churches. 

Section 7 . Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting evangelism with the state. 
It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the atmual session. 
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Section 8. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of th? Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 

Section 9. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Man- 
agers, shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising there- 
from commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of 
agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the 
Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. ' 

Section 10. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the 
President. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the 
Board; provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, un- 
less approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven 
(7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

All Standing Committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reportss to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particu- 
larly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead 
them into increasing participation in the work of the denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply 
preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in 
such churches. 
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(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of publishing The Con- 
necticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Chnstian Education, 
shall have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. Treasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the 
Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Convention, 
and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 4. Auditor 

The auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the 
Finance Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support 
from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for aid shall 
confer with the Executive Secretary or the Committee on Aided Churches before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
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have been, obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or addition made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice 
in writing to the clerks of all churches entitled to representation by delegates. 


LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as "The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Executive Secretary of the Convention will 
advise persons wishing to make bequests for the use of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money 
ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according 
to the established annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the ad- 
vantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while 
assuring the Convention of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the 
death of the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The 
Executive Secrtary will furnish full information upon request.

Convention Theme: The Whole Gospel For The Whole World. 

Text: Hebrews XII: 1 "Let us run with patience — ” 

The 123rd session of the Connecticut Baptist Convention was called to order 
by President Amasa D. Pierce at seven-twenty -five. Rev. Edgar J. Bailey was presented 
as Director of Music for the Convention. He led the Convention in singing the Con- 
vention hymn, "Lead On O King Eternal.” Prayer was offered by Rev. Frank T. 
Hoadley, Pastor, Blue Hills Church, Hartford. Dr. Benjamin E. Mays, President, 
Morehouse College, addressed the Convention. An offering of ^32.56 was received. 

After the singing of "What a Friend We Have In Jesus,” Dr. Edwin A. Bell, 
European Secretary of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, gave an address 
on "Europe in Travail.” Dr. Pruden, Pastor, First Baptist Church, Washington, D. C., 
was presented and gave the first in a series of devotional messages following which the 
hymn, "Dear Lord and Father of Mankind” was sung. Dr. Pruden pronounced the 
benediction. 

Thursday morning, October 17 

The Convention directed by Mr. Bailey, sang the Convention hymn. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. George Wilson Young, Moosup. Dr. Frank M. Swaffield, Pastor 
of the entertaining church and chairman of the Program Committee, gave an address 
of welcome and moved the adoption of the program subject to such changes as may 
be found necessary. The following committee appointments were announced by Presi- 
dent Pierce: Committee on Place and Preacher, Chairman, Rev. R. LaRue Cober, Rev. 
Theodore S. Cooley, Rev. Adolph Johnson, Rev. Vernon D. Byron, Rev. W. Joyce 
Medlock. President Pierce announced the Enrollment Committee (as printed on page 
7, 1945 Annual). 

At, ten-forty-five. Dr. Terrell presented the new pastors. President Pierce ex- 
tended the welcome of the Convention; Rev. Glenn H. Asquith, Pastor, Asylum Avenue 
Church, Hartford, responded on behalf of the new pastors. Offering amounting to 
^17.96 was received. 

The hour of the President’s address having arrived, Vice-President Dr. Charles 
F. Banning was called to the chair. Rev. Edgar J. Bailey led in singing, "O Worship 
the King, All Glorious Above.” The subject of President Pierce’s address was "A 
Crusading Church For the Whole World. 
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Following a song, Dr. Ronald V. Wells, Bridgeport, was introduced as the 
preacher of the Convention sermon. Dr. Wells read John 17:1-18 and spoke on 
"Secret Power.” Following the sermon, the congregation sang "Beneath the Cross of 
Jesus.” Dr. Wells pronounced the benediction. At twelve-fifteen, the buffet luncheon 
was served. 

Thursday afternoon 

At two o’clock President Pierce convened the session and presented Rev. Herbert 
A. Williams, Groton Heights, Chairman of the Obituary Committee who conducted 
a Memorial service assisted by Rev. M. Parker Burroughs, Central Church, Hartford. 
At two-fifteen the order of the day was "the Home-Base Reports.” President Pierce 
presented Dr. William Sale Terrell, Executive Secretary, who presented the members 
of the Convention staff and office force; also. Dr. H. G. W. Smith, State Director, 
World Mission Crusade. Dr. Terrell presented the report of the Board of Managers 
which was accepted and approved. Dr. Smith spoke briefly on the World Mission 
Crusade. The work of the Department of Christian Education was presented by the 
Director, Mr. Tuller, Miss Hazel L. West and Rev. Heyward M. Foreman, Chairman 
of the Education Committee. The Department of Town and Country work was 
represented by Director Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper and Committee Chairman, Dr. Frank 
M. Swaffield. The report of Aided Churches was given by Rev. Harley R. Nelson. 
Chairman. Dr. Terrell and Dr. Prior presented the report of the Department of Pro- 
motion. It was VOTED that reports of departments and foregoing committees be 
accepted. The Treasurer, the Hartford National Bank and Trust Company, reported 
through Mr. Phillip H. Graham. The report was adopted. Dr. Prior moved a vote 
of appreciation of the State Convention staff. The congregation expressed approval 
by standing with applause. 

President Pierce yielded the chair to Vice-President Mrs. Leroy M. Bennett 
who introduced Mrs. Homer G. Clark, President of the Connecticut Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society. The presentation of the work of the Society was made in the form 
of a "Broadcast from Station CWBMC. An offering in the amount of ^20.32 was 
received. 

At four o’clock Mr. Bailey led in singing, "When I Survey the Wondrous 
Cross” after which Dr. Pruden led the Convention in worship. His topic was, "In 
the Time of Crisis.” Dr. Pruden concluded the afternoon session with prayer. At 
five-thirty the All-Convention Dinner was held in the dining-room of the Calvary 
Church. Guests were presented and greetings were brought from a number of organ- 
izations. Dr. Jesse M. Bader was the guest speaker. 

Thursday evening, seven-thirty. President Pierce called the Convention together. 
Edgar J. Bailey led in singing, "I Love To Tell the Story.” Prayer was offered by 
Rev. Theodore S. Cooley, Rowayton. This hour having been set apart for the con- 
sideration of evangelism. President Pierce presented Rev. H. T. Joslyn of New Hamp- 
shire, newly appointed Director of Evangelism for the Eastern area. Mr. Joslyn spoke 
briefly. Rev. J. J. Allen presented the report of the Committee on Evangelism with 
extended remarks. The report was adopted. The address of the evening was given 
by Dr. Jesse M. Bader, Director, Department of Evangelism, Federal Council of 
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Churches. Dr. Bader spoke on "Our Timeless Mandate.” The offering of ^24.52 
was received. Mr. Bailey led the Convention in song. Dr. Pruden spoke on "Your 
Place in History,” and concluded the evening session with prayer. 


Friday morning 

President Pierce called the Convention in session at ten o clock. Mr. Bailey led 
in singing, "Holy, Holy, Holy.” Rev. Ralph D. Randall, new Pastor at Deep River 
and Old. Saybrook, offered prayer. Rev. R. LaRue Cober reported for the Committee 
on Place and Preacher of 1947 Convention. Place of next meeting. First Church, 
New Britain; preacher of annual sermon. Rev. Major L. Johnson, Memorial, Hartford. 
The report on the Connecticut Council of Churches was presented by the Chairman, 
Rev. Theodore N. Johnson and approved. Rev. Harry E. Olcott presented the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions and moved adoption. It was so VOTED. Dr. 
Swaffield reported for the Enrollment Committee (see page 63). 

Rev. Lewis A. Hennigar, on behalf of the Nominating Committee presented 
the slate of officers and Board of Managers for next year (see page 3). On motion 
the report was accepted, nominations closed and the Chairman of the Nominating 
Committee instructed to cast one ballot for all nominees. Mr. Pierce expressed appre- 
ciation for cooperation during his presidency. Mr. Pierce turned the session over to 
Dr. Banning. It was VOTED that Mr. Pierce’s address be printed and distributed 
throughout the Convention, details for printing to be arranged through the Executive 
Committee. The offering amounted to ^24.61. 

Following the singing of the hymn "Ye Servants of God, Your Master Pro- 
claim,” Vice-President Banning presented Dr. G. Pitt Beers, Executive Secretary, 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, who spoke on "The Church in Postwar 
America.” Following the address, Dr. Smith Conducted a question period. 

At eleven-thirty Dr. Pruden was presented. The Convention sang "How 
Sweet the Name, of Jesus Sounds.” The theme of Dr. Pruden’s meditation was, 
"Dangerous Opportunity,” at the conclusion of which he pronounced the benediction. 
During noon recess a complimentary luncheon was served to the pastors at which time 
important matters relating to the Unified Budget and World Mission Crusade were 
discussed. 

The afternoon session was convened by President Pierce at two o clock. Rev. 
George McLeod Bryan, Olivet Church, New Haven, offered prayer. The following 
reports were presented: Bilingual Committee by Dr. Ronald V. Wells, Chairman; 
Laymen’s Council by Mr. Amasa D. Pierce in the absence of President Harlan Heath; 
Social Action Committee, Rev. William W. Sullivan; Publicity Committee, Rev. Alvin 
D. Johnson, Chairman. All of these reports had been mimeographed and circulated. 

They were approved. ’ 

At two-thirty. Miss Marguerite Hazzard addressed the convention on the 
theme, "Curing Every Kind of Disease.” At three o’clock Amasa D. Pierce intro- 
duced Dr. John H. McLean, President of the Connecticut Council of Churches and 
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Rev. W. Glenn Roberts, General Secretary of the organization. At three-thirty Presi- 
dent Pierce adjourned the Convention session and presented Rev. Major L. Johnson 
who convened the business session of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society (see 
report page 61). 

At the conclusion of the session President Pierce reconvened the convention 
session. An offering in the amount of ^41.47 was received. Following the singing of 
O Zion Haste Dr. Elmer A. Fridell, Secretary of the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society, addressed the convention. Theme: "Our Gospel Message in the 
Restless East.” 

At four-five Dr. Pruden conducted the worship period and spoke on "The 
Christian s Assurance.” The afternoon session adjourned with Dr. Pruden’s benedic- 
tion. 

At six o’clock three simultaneous banquets were held; men at the Methodist 
Church; women, Calvary Church; youth, Irrimanuel Church. "When the hour of seven- 
thirty arrived a congregation which taxed the capacity of the Calvary sanctuary had 
assembled. Mr. Bailey led in singing the convention hymn, "Lead on O King Eternal.” 
Prayer was offered by Dr. Kenneth Scott Latourette. Allan Tibbetts presented the 
report of the Baptist Youth Fellowship which was adopted. An offering was received 
in the amount of ^280.09. 

At eight o’clock the World Mission Crusade session of the Convention was 
called to order. Dr. Henry G. Weston Smith, State Director of the Crusade, spoke 
and introduced Dr. Luther Wesley Smith. Honorable Harold E. Stassen of Minne- 
sota, addressed the convention on "The Meaning of the Crusade.” The addresses of 
Luther Welsey Smith and Mr. Stassen were broadcast. Motion was ntade and seconded 
that the 123rd annual meeting of the convention stand adjourned at the conclusion of 
Dr. Pruden’s concluding address. Dr. Pruden was then presented with appreciation 
by President Pierce. He spoke on "We have the Solution,” following which he pro- 
nounced the benediction and the Convention stood adjourned. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
NEW HAVEN, CONNECTICUT, OCTOBER 16, 1946 


The President of the United States has called this "the Year of Decision.” 
Others have referred to it as "the Year of Disillusionment.” Neither may be entirely 
accurate. Many dreams for a better world have failed of fulfillment the past year 
because leaders wavered at the point of decision. On the other hand, if the year 
has been marked by disillusionment it has not always been of • the kind that leaves 
despair in its wake for it also has been a year of Discernment. It is the function 
of faith to penetrate present gloom; it requires real religious faith after so many 
man-devised plans for a better world have languished, to continue to believe that 
"God stands within the shadow keeping watch above His own.” In any event, there 
remains the challenge that "the world at its worst demands the Christian at his best.” 

It has also been a year of Dedication. A dedication that has issued in 
great deeds that have placed the modem Church in line with the best traditions of 
the Apostolic Church. In the realm of religion, it is undeniably true that it has 
been a year of Discernment, of Dedication of Deeds! The Church in both branches, 
(Romanist and Protestant), has manifest an awareness of the issues facing the post- 
war world. If, as Dr. Latourette points out, "the Catholic Church of the first 
four centuries was an introvert, chiefly coilcemed with its own life” it certainly is 
doing everything possible now to prove that it can match the Protestant Ecumenical 
Movement which is "primarily devoted to meeting the needs of the world.” But 
what justification is there for this introductory paragraph? Because it is pertinent. 
The problem for us is more pressing than United States representation at the Vati- 
can or the feud between the Vatican and Moscow. It challenges us in Connecticut; 
in our bilingual program in the city, and our Town and Country Work in the rural 
communities, to say nothing of the rapidly developing problem facing Protestant 
pastors as a result of mixed marriages. 


The World Mission Crusade 

American Protestantism appears to have found a basis for cooperative unity 
at the point of human need. This discernment has been made manifest in a dedi- 
cation to a great enterprise which presented in terms of money, means the giving 
of ^112,000,000. 

Northern Baptists, through its cooperating agencies, made a survey of our 
needs and following several revisions downward, fixed our goal at ^14,000,000. For 
all practical purposes the World Mission Crusade represents our most important 
witness to a common Protestant endeavor. 
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As a unit of the Northern Baptist Convention, fully cooperating in its fel- 
lowship, Connecticut will do its utmost to raise its share of the total amount asked. 
Three hundred sixty-nine thousand dollars from thirty-one thousand Baptists is a 
staggering sum but remember we are ministering to a staggering world! It is more 
than our part when measured by the yardstick of past giving but who will dare 
say it is too much in the light of what needs to be done in Christ’s Name for 
those who perish physically and spiritually? 

Last November, Dr. John C. Killian came to serve as Director of the Cru- 
sade for the area comprised of Connecticut and Rhode Island. In February, he 
was withdrawn from Connecticut in order to devote all his time to Rhode Island. 
Dr. Henry G. Weston Smith of Detroit, Michigan, came to take over the director- 
ship in this state. He is now in the midst of organizing the churches for the financial 
campaign. 

The World Mission Crusade has made necessary considerable readjustment at 
Convention Headquarters. An office has been established on the second floor of 
the Central Church building, equipment provided, a connecting telephone system es- 
tablished and another full-time stenographer employed. Miss Amy I. Roberts, an 
active member of the Memorial Church, Hartford, recently discharged from military 
service, serves in this position. In accordance with the vote of the State Board of 
Promotion, the Executive Secretary and members of the staff and office force, offer 
whatever assistance they can to the Crusade while carrying on the regular duties of 
the Convention. 

The Unified Budget 

It is of utmost importance that we understand clearly the relationship between 
the World Mission Crusade and the Unified Budget. Two things to remember 
are, first, not one cent should be diverted from the individual’s gift to the Unified 
Budget in order to contribute to the World Mission Crusade; second, if we are to 
do what is expected of us, we must not only maintain our present standard of 
giving to the Budget but must ipcrease it. 

The report of the Director of Promotion points out that we have increased 
our giving each year for the past six years. However, our margin for the past 
year is the narrowest of the six years; only 1.9% increase. The per capita giving 
was (total membership) ^4.01'; (resident membership) ^5.30. It must be kept in 
mind that this year we have been given a much more difficult goal. We are asked 
to raise ^105 ,000 as against ^93,300 last year. 

Convention Finances 

It is always a satisfaction to a church board to be able to report to the 
constituency that all bills are paid and that there is a balance in the treasury. 
We have similar satisfaction again this year, thanks to the generosity of the churches 
and to wise management on the part of our Finance Committee and the Convention 
treasurer, the Hartford National Bank and Trust Company. We have made avail- 
able to us through, the bank, the best possible investment service and all funds are 
amply safeguarded. 
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Pastors’ Salaries 

It is a source of satisfaction to note that a large number of churches increased 
their pastors’ salaries during the year. However, a survey indicates that recent ad- 
vances in the cost of living have more than absorbed the margin of increase. We 
urge that churches do not wait until their next year’s budgets are made up before 
taking steps to help the pastor meet this rising economic emergency. 

Suffield Academy 

The Suffield Academy, recognized as one of our Northern Baptist secondary 
schools, has had an excellent year. The school is now in the midst of a long-deferred 
financial campaign for rehabilitation and more adequate buildings. The goal has 
been fixed at ^250,000. Almost ^100,000 has been subscribed. By agreement, Con- 
necticut Baptist Churches will not be approached until the World Mission Crusade 
has been concluded. 

The usual percentage of distributable missionary receipts (.0209) which this 
year amounted to ^1,706.64 has been forwarded to the treasurer of the Academy 
to apply toward operating expenses. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

The Connecticut Baptist has been further enlarged and improved. It is being 
cordially received by those who get it but the coverage of our Connecticut Family 
is not adequate. The paper should be placed in the local church budget and sent 
to every home of the church. The beloved Dr. Truett said that the main influences 
that sent him into the Christian ministry were a praying mother and the weekly 
denominational paper. 

Staff Expansion 

Last November, through a special gift to the Convention ear-marked for 
Evangelism, Miss Hazel L. West was added to the staff to promote the Winning 
the Children for Christ Program. Her work is carried on through the Department 
of Education. She also assists in that Department as Director of Children’s Work. 


Administration 

The Executive Secretary has shared wherever possible the administrative tasks 
with Mr. Tuller and Mr. Cooper. Frequent conferences were held concerning the 
work of the departments and problems on the field. Assisting the churches in the 
settlement of pastors continues to be one of the most delicate responsibilities of the 
Executive Secretary. During the year a volume of correspondence has been conducted 
and many sessions with church pulpit committees have been held in an attempt to 
procure for all our churches, large and small, the very highest type of pastoral leader- 
ship. 

The work of the departments of Christian Education, Town and Country Work 
and Promotion form supplemental sections of this report. 
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Bilingual and Aided Churches 

The work carried on through the bilingual and aided churches is worthy and 
rewarding but increasingly difficult. Improved economic conditions have encouraged 
some of the churches to request that Convention aid be discontinued. Other fields 
should be explored in the rural areas to which discontinued subsidies could be ap- 
plied. During the year, the Russian groups in Hartford, Waterbury and Ansonia 

voted to support their pastor. Rev. John Daviduk, without Convention assistance. 
The Italian work in Waterbury has been put in charge of Rev. Salvatore LoPresti 
who serves that field jointly with the Italian Mission in Ansonia. On account of 
ill health. Rev. Paul E. Skokan recently resigned the pastoral oversight of the Czecho- 
slovak work in Torrington and Bridgeport. Mr. Skokan has been an employee 

of the Convention since the beginning of the Czecho-Slovak work 36 years ago. 

Evangelism 

Attention already has been called to the Winning the Children for Christ 
Program. In March the Evangelistic Committee sent an open letter to the churches 
asking that they accept again this year the goal of 25% increase in number of bap- 
tisms. (This goal was reached in 1944-45.) While there have been many local 

evangelistic efforts during the past year there has been no great uniform program 
dominated by a mighty passion to revive nominal church members and to bring 
Christ to the thousands who never enter the doors of the church. 

The Christian Life Crusade 

The Christian Life Crusade was an inspiring program appreciated and en- 
joyed by those who shared it. Many churches have followed through and are mak- 
ing it a part of their church program this year. 

The Pastoral Situation 

At the time this report is being prepared there are fewer vacant churches 
than at any time during the past six years. We welcome home our chaplains. Rev. 
James N. Zeigler, returning to his church. Community, Norwalk; Paul G. Schade, 
formerly at Liberty Street, Meriden, who has succeeded Rev. Otto P. Churchill at 
Stepney, and G. R. Yancey, who has returned to his former church at Greenwich. 


The Woman’s Mission Society 

No report of the Board of Managers would be complete without at least an 
appreciation of the loyal devotion and aggressive program of the women of the Con- 
vention. They not only have a program of their own which is promoted with ef- 
fectiveness but unfailingly, they provide inspiration for the total program of the 
State Convention and the Northern Baptist Convention as well as Kingdom enter- 
prises undertaken in cooperation with other denominations. 
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Our Larger Fellowship 

As indicated elsewhere in this report the Convention continues in harmonious 
relationship with the Northern Baptist Convention and its cooperative societies and 
makes its contribution of leadership to the Connecticut Council of Churches. The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and the American Baptist Women’s Home 
Mission Society continue their cooperation with the Convention. We owe a special 
debt of gratitude to the Field Activities Department of the Council on Finance 
and Promotion for the prompt and efficient manner in which, it responds to re- 
quests for missionary speakers. 

Connecticut .had a splendid company of delegates at the sessions of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in Grand Rapids. Atlantic City should attract even 
more in 1947. 


Within the Board 

Regular meetings of the Board have been held throughout the year; also reg- 
ular and special meetings of the Executive Committee. The work of the Convention 
has been furthered by the nine committees of the Board. The gratitude of the 
Convention is due the Board members for their devotion and loyalty. Throughout 
the year the Convention President, Amasa D. Pierce, has given close attention to 
all issues that have called for his attention. In addition he has served as chairman 
of the World Mission Crusade. 

Changes have taken place during the year that have affected present and for- 
mer members of the Board. Mr. Walter E. Crittenden has asked that he be re- 
placed on the Board since he has removed to Massachusetts where he expects to 
make his home, at least for a time. Miss Rosa O. Hall, long-time member of 
the Board, was feted at the annual Roll Call of the Willington Church in honor 
of fifty years of continuous service as a member of the official board. During the 
year. Dr. Frank B. Haggard retired after twenty-five years in the pastorate of the 
Asylum Avenue Church, Hartford. Rev. Ivan H. Benedict retired from the pas- 
torate of the Blue Hills Church, Hartford, at the conclusion of twenty-five years 
of service. 


Appreciation 

The Board of Managers appreciates the loyal cooperation of every church 
and member of the Convention and pleads for a continuation of Christian fellow- 
ship in service as we move into the future so full of challenge and hope.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

EDWIN H. TULLER, Director 


This year the report of the Department of Christian Education will be a 

combination of the reports of Miss Hazel L. West, Director of Children’s Work, and 

Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, Assistant Secretary and Director of Christian Education. 
It is in some respects an encouraging report. New fields of service have been opened 
up, and local churches are increasingly looking to this department for help. 

The work of Christian Education is divided into seven areas. We shall 

report on each of these. 

Children’s Work 

This' year, the "Winning the Children for Christ” program has been con- 

ducted in three areas — New London, Norwich and West Hartford — with six churches 
co-operating and reaching in the first two areas approximately 172 boys and girls. 
Reports are not yet available from West Hartford, as this is written. Churches in 
the New Haven area plan to use this program during October and November. Boys 
and girls, as well as • whole families, are being brought into our church schools and 
churches as a result of this vital program, and we commend its use to you. 

Your Director of Children’s Work has endeavored to strengthen the work 
in the local church school wherever possible, through workers’ conferences, leader- 
ship education classes and through observation and evaluation periods. Some of our 
church schools need help in knowing how to make the wisest use of their materials 
and space. Workers in our churches often become discouraged with their task and 
we are eager to help them. 

In a more general way we have tried this year to help our church school 
workers through institutes or workshops , where trained leaders have brought helpful 
suggestions for long-range planning in the church school and for specific seasonal 
planning. A series of Christmas Workshops are planned for this year in co-operation 
with the Connecticut Council of Churches - 

In connection with the Youth Assemblies at Suffield, a four-week Laboratory 
School was held under Miss West’s direction. Mrs. Elizabeth Gale, Miss Dorothy 
Smith and Miss Jean Frellick directed departments in the school. As was true last 
year, full co-operation was received from the community and many young people and 
some of the Assembly Counselors took advantage of the opportunity for training. 
We are eager that this program become increasingly significant for church school 
workers throughout our state. 

Youth Work 

The highlight of the fall state youth program is the Banquet held at the 
State Convention in October. Again last year a capacity crowd filled the banquet 
hall, 350 in all. The State Youth Council presented its plan for youth activities for 
the year, and the plan was adopted. All through the year the Council met to plan 
and carry out the details of this active program. The most significant venture of the 
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spring was the Youth Convocation in Hartford and a series of four Safari programs 
in other parts of the state which attracted 800- young p>eople for a full day of fel- 
lowship and inspiration. The Disciple Plan which was the heart of these meetings 
proved extremely effective in our youth work. Local youth groups reported renewed 
interest and more active participation in their program, and many reported interesting 
service projects carried out by the young people. The disciple spirit led 10 of our 
number to volunteer for a new Vacation Church School Project (discussed in a later 
part of this report) and in addition helped one young man to see the opportunity 
open to him in one of the Baptist Summer Service Projects sponsored by our National 
Fellowship. Without exception the report of those engaged in this type of work rang 
with enthusiasm as a new spirit was born in their lives the Disciple Spiri.t 

Again this year the Jr. Hi Camp and the Suffield Assemblies showed an in- 
crease in attendance. They totaled about 200, exclusive of the staff. We feel that 
our greatest contribution to the local church and to the growing spiritual lives of our 
young people is made during these summer days we are together. The Laboratory 
School, begun last year in connection with the Suffield Assembly, had its second 
year of successful operation with Miss W^est acting as Director. 

Green Lake, Northfield, and Ocean Park provide opportunities for our young 
people to continue their growth in Christian grace, but not a very large number of 
them take advantage of these opportunities. This year Mr. Tuller directed the Youth 
Division of Northfield and taught a course at Ocean Park while Miss West attended 
two conferences at Green Lake. It is hoped that a way might be found to encourage 
our people to make use of the excellent opportunities open to them in these conferences. 

Space does not permit us to tell more about our youth work. There are areas 
of strength in it and also areas of weakness. It is hoped that by diligent work the 
former may increase and the latter decrease. 

Adult Work 

A new summer conference was launched this year at Block Island. It is hoped 
that it will be a significant first step in opening up an area of our work that has been 
too long dormant — our young adult work. There are several churches in our state 
where new young adult work is springing up. It is our hope to provide these groups 
with an opportunity for discovering the best material and methods available for their 
programs and to give opportunity for fellowship among our young adults in Connecti- 
cut. While the Block Island group was surprisingly small, it provided a start in 
the direction of the plans set forth by the Christian Education Committee. A new 
committee with Mrs. John Chester Smith as chairman is being set up to study this 
field and plan for future action. Mrs. Smith represented Connecticut at the Green 
Lake Conference of Adult Workers. 

Missionary Education 

This area of our work has not received all the promotion it should. Perhaps 
it has received its greatest emphasis through the Discipleship Plan of the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship and the regular channels of the graded lesson materials in the 
Children’s division. Materials on the World Mission Crusade projects for children 
and youth have been distributed and this work promoted. 
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This is an area in which we feel we can expand through working groups al- 
ready existing in our churches. It is our sincere belief that we should recognize this 
as only one area of the total prograna of Christian education and as something that 
should be an integral part of that total, on-going program. 

Leadership Education 

Leadership Education is still a hit-or-miss affair. Some churches cooperate in 
a community, interdenominational school of which there are many in the state. 
Others plan special courses for their own workers. A few are developing a training 
course that runs over a period of 18 months, sessions being held on Sunday morn- 
ings. The new Northern Baptist Training Courses, both Basic and Advanced, are 
gaining favor and can be used with profit by local churches with a minimum of lead- 
ership or through home study. The Christian Education Committee is looking for- 
ward to expanding this phase of their work in the coming year. 

Student Counselor Work 

Although there are many schools and colleges in Connecticut, and most of 

them are bulging with students, there is no concerted effort on the part of Con- 

necticut Baptists to do anything for or with them. This area of crying need is wait- 
ing to be developed. It is hoped that we can find time in our busy schedule to do 
something about it in the near future. 

Vacation and Weekday Church Schools 

A concentrated effort was made to promote vacation schools in our state this 

year. Full reports of schools held are not in as yet, but we do know that in some 

churches vacation schools were held for the first time in fifteen to twenty-five years. 

One significant forward step this summer was the training of young people 
in our Lab School at Suffield to go out into areas of need to help in vacation schools. 
Ten young people volunteered to give at least two weeks each for this work. We 
have been thrilled with the response both from the young people and from the 
churches they served. Plans are being made to develop this program further for next 
year, when we hope to make even more young people available for this service. 

Promotion of the Weekday Church Schools has been largely through that 
Committee of the Connecticut Council of Churches, with Rev. Heyward M. Foreman 
Chairman of the Committee. 

In Conclusion 

Christian Education workers, above everyone else, must learn the message of 
our Convention text: "Let us run with patience . . .” We are planting seeds. It 
is for God to give the increase. We see much that could be done, and too often 
tend to be impatient and think it should be done at once. Progress is being made, 
we feel, and we are doing everything in our power to serve the churches with the 
strength and wisdom that God has given to us. 
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REPORT OF THE 

DEPARTMENT OF TOWN AND COUNTRY WORK 

KENNETH M. COOPER, -Director 

Foreword 

In making a report one is caused to review the efforts one has made and place 
them over against the task that needs to be done. The process is for me a very 
humbling experience. Looking out upon the Town and Country work of our conven- 
tion one sees great room for improvement. Looking back upon the work of a year 
I see how small is the accomplishment when compared with the unfinished task. Yet, 
upon reflection, I sense the fact that my plight is essentially the plight of all Chris- 
tian workers, everywhere. The work of Christ is never done; it must go on and on. 

Therefore, we but mark in passing some significant landmarks along the way, ex- 

pressing the hope that we may ever “press on toward the goal for the prize of the 
upward call of God in Christ Jesus.” 

I count it a privilege to share the fellowship of Dr. Terrell and the members 
of the State Convention Staff in our common effort in Connecticut. It has also 

been a great privilege to widen the circle of friendship among the pastors and lay- 

men of our Connecticut Baptist Churches. 

Our Faithful Pastors 

No report of our work would be complete without a word of appreciation 
of the splendid work of our Town and Country pastors. In several cases the pres- 
sure of post-war inflation has forced pastors to turn to part-time secular employment 
to augment their incomes. This has added to their burdens, yet a cheerful spirit and 
a determination to make the best of things prevails. In other cases, students are 
carrying the double load of pastoral work and studies and making a fine contribu- 
tion under difficulties. On every hand I have met with a fine spirit of cooperation 
among our pastors and a willingness to help the work along. 

Programs For Pastors 

One of our methods of ministering to the Town and Country Churches is 
through programs for pastors and their wives. It is a real help to a pastor to be 
able to meet with a group of men who are laboring in similar situations and to ex- 
change views concerning their work. Add to that the inspiration which comes from 
hearing leaders in one’s own field of work and you have the reasons for holding 
conferences for Town and Country Pastors and their wives. 

Due to the discovery that the spring is a more suitable time to hold such 
gatherings we have held two four-day conferences during this convention year. Nor- 
mally we shall hold one such conference each year. These conferences were held in 
cooperation with the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Baptist Conventions, at Block 
Island. The first, held in November, had for its theme "The Task of the Town 
and Country Church.” The second conference, which included pastors’ wives, was 
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held in April and dealt with "The Town and Country Church and Family Life.” 
It is planned to hold the next such conference in April, 1947. , 

In addition to the Tri -state conference a one-day conference was held at 
Plantsville. 

Service To Churches 

It has been a pleasure to be able to render service to several Connecticut 
Churches this year. Combined visitation and preaching evangelistic efforts were con- 
ducted at Quaker Hill and New Milford. Help was given to the Moosup Baptist 
Church over a period of time which included the Christmas season. An Every Mem- 
ber Enlistment was conducted in preparation for the coming of a new pastor. Various 
kinds of help have been given to several churches during the period between pastor- 
ates and on special occasions. 

Vacation Church School Project 

The Town and Country Commission began in February to plan for a pro- 
gram of help in Vacation Church Schools. This was carried through with the co- 
operation of the Department of Christian Education. In response to an appeal made 
through the pastors eleven young people volunteered for Christian service as teachers 
in Vacation Church Schools in Town and Country Churches where help was needed. 
These young people attended the Baptist Summer Assembly at Suffield where they 
were trained in the Laboratory School for Vacation Church School work. After re- 
ceiving this training they went as disciples of Christ to render service where it was 
needed. One of the girls was taken ill and could not carry out her desire to par- 
ticipate. Nine girls and one young man served through this program. 

Because there were not enough calls for their services in Connecticut, four 
girls worked in country churches in Rhode Island. Connecticut Churches aided by 
this program were Eastford, East Killingly, Quaker Hill, Stafford and Stepney. It 
is anticipated that with more Churches realizing that help is available there vrill be 
an increased demand for Vacation Church School Workers next year. All the young 
people who served were enthusiastic about the program and several expressed a hope 
that they might be able to go out again. The hearty appreciation of the pastors was 
an indication that this program met a real need. 

An Area Of Special Concern 

In bringing my report to a close I would like to share with you an area of 
concern with which I hope to come to grips in this coming year. We have a num- 
ber of closed Churches in our state. While it may be true in several instances that 

there is not a sufficient constituency to support a work it is also true that in some 
instances there are people, especially boys and girls, who are suffering spiritual neg- 
lect. It is easy enough to say that if people want to go to Church they can drive to 
a nearby town. However, it is more than likely that there are children whose only 
means of reaching Church School is on foot. We cannot shrug bur shoulders and 
turn our backs on such conditions. We must seek, with God’s help, to find some 

way to minister wherever there is need. It is my sincere hope that when we meet 

again another year it will be possible to report progress, in dealing with this problem.

I have satisfaction in presenting my sixth annual report as Director of Promo- 
tion with the accompanying audit made by Webster, Blanchard and Willard, Certified 
Accountants of Hartford, Connecticut. 

Th Summary of Receipts shows that the total amount contributed as ^125,394.14, 
an increase of ^2,341.62 over last year (total giving). Of this amount, ^89,531.06 
was for the Unified Budget and ^35,863.08 for the World Mission Crusade (includ- 
ing specifics and Green Lake) . This marks the sixth year of increase in Missionary 
Giving. The per capita (on basis of resident membership) was ^5.30. The per cap- 
ita giving (resident membership) for the six-year period will be of interest:

This per capita analysis may suggest to pastors and church members a fur- 
ther break-down for the local church. The past year marks the end of the World 
Emergency Fund and the launching of the World Mission Crusade with its much 
expanded program and commensurately higher missionary goals. 

The sound principle worked out for rehabilitation and maintenance of our 
world-wide missionary program seeks to avoid the costly mistakes of the New World 
Movement of the Twenties. The World Mission Crusade plan calls for a sliding 
scale of transferral from World Mission Crusade to the regular Unified Budget 
which, within the next five or six years should stabilize our missionary giving on a 
much higher level. 

It is encouraging to know that during the year 1947-48 the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention proposes to center its program around Christian Stewardship for, 
after all, "the better day” in giving will not come until our church members have 
been educated in the principle and habituated to the practice of New Testament 
stewardship.

These statements are in agreement with the records, which were found to be 
in good order. 


GENERAL FUND: 

In checking the cash received by the Connecticut Agency, we listed duplicate 
receipts which agreed in total with entries in the donation register. We noted that 
receipts were deposited intact in the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account of Connecticut is shown on page 
15. All amounts retained by the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the account of 
the Suffield School were found to be correct as 2.09% of the undesignated receipts, 
after the adjustment for the excess amount retained in the prior year as shown by 
our report. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period 
as certified to us by the depository, the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company.

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REPORTS OF CONVENTION COMMITTEES 


AIDED CHURCHES 

> 

Harley R. Nelson, Chairman 

During the past year the State Convention has given financial assistance to the 
following churches: King’s Highway, Bridgeport, Rev. George Hensel, Pastor, ^250.00; 
Brooklyn, Fed., Rev. E. Story Hildreth, Pastor, ^60.00; Danbury, New Hope, Rev. J. 
Edward Harris, Pastor, ^180; Milford, Rev. Wyatt C. Minton, Pastor, ^80.00; Volun- 
town. Rev. F. Gordon Jaynes, Pastor, ^208; Calvary, Willimantic, Rev. William Jack- 
son, Pastor, ^100; total ^878. It should be noted that all of this amount went toward 
pastors’ salaries. 

Through the Department of Town and Country Work, a new emphasis is be- 
ing given to the work of the churches aided by the Convention. 

The following comparative figures may be of interest: In the Convention Treas- 
urer’s report for 1925, there is an item entitled "Paid in aid of English speaking 
churches.” The report shows that thirty-one churches, in the amount of more than 
^7,000, were helped by the Convention, One considerable item was for Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools. Eighteen churches were assisted, ranging as high as ^115. The Conven- 
tion paid the mortgage interest for five churches, one of which amounted to ^570. 

Ten years later, 1935, fourteen churches were being aided by the Convention in 
the amount of ^8,000 with a much larger proportion going toward pastors’ salaries. 

The Convention should alert itself to the investment opportunities within its 
borders, seeking new opportunities for Kingdom service through strengthening Protestant 
endeavor wherever possible. 


BAPTIST YOUTH FELLOWSHIP 

F. Allan Tibbetts, Vice President 

Several significant advances were made in our youth work last year. A capacity 
group of 350 young people attended the banquet in Bridgeport in connection with our 
Convention where the year’s program was launched. It is possible to. mention here only 
the most important happenings of the State Baptist Youth Fellowship. We are con- 
fident that the most significant work was done on the local church level, and that the 
State and Associational programs served only to stimulate and inspire better work in 
the churches. 

A two-day "Discipleship Convocation”, part of a nation-wide series, was held 
in Hartford in March. 250 Baptist young people registered for the sessions, the purpose 
of which was to strengthen and give direction to the discipleship spirit among our 
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voung people. After Easter, another "team” of leaders directed similar programs of 
one full day each, called "Safari”, in four other associational areas. All together, over 
800 young people were helped to see that there is a place for their lives in their own 
churches, communities, nation and world, and that they must make their lives count 
for something significant. 

The results of the Convocation and Safari meetings were dramatically revealed 
by the quick acceptance of a plan to send young people out to provide leadership for 
vacation church schools in town and country areas that otherwise could not have such 
schools. More young people responded to the call than could be placed. Some were 
"farmed out” to Rhode Island, while others had to be turned down because their 
services could not be used. The young people ran far ahead of the faith of their 
leaders! Those who responded to the call to service wrote glowing accounts of their 
experiences and expressed the desire to "do it again” nxt summer. 

Again this summer there was a good respsonse to "Suffield” and Jr. Hi Camp, 
there being more young people in these programs than ever before. 

During the year Paul Converse, Yale student and active member of the B. Y. F. 
National Executive Council, was made available to local churches to strengthen their 
youth programs. He went to the churches on Saturday and Sunday, directing recrea- 
tional programs, meeting with adult leaders as well as young people themselves, help- 
ing them with their problems and interpreting the B. Y. F to them. His services were 
received with great eagerness on the part of the young people and pastors and we want 
to express to him our sincere thanks for a job well done. 

There have been several associational B. Y. F. meetings, the most active group 
being the Eastern Connecticut B. Y. F. which meets monthly. All through the year the 
B. Y. F. Executive Council met regularly, and to these young people should go a hearty 
"thanks” for their enthusiasm and hard work. The new Council is planning another 
year of advance. 

In closing this report, let us mention two projects which reveal the fact that 
young people are definitely in the World Mission Crusade. One project centers around 
advertising the Crusade in the local church. Young people have been supplied with 
poster materials (as fas as our limited supply would permit) and asked to create at- 
tractive posters for display in the local church to show why Northern Baptists must 
raise at least ^14,000,000 at once. In making the posters, young people are asked to 
study the needs they are picturing and ask themselves what part they should play in 
meeting those needs. As an "over and above gift” the young people are sponsoring a 
" Y outh Week of Sacrifice” when they will spend no money for candy, sodas, movies 
and other luxuries, but bring all money they might otherwise have squandered on them- 
selves as their "Sunday of Sacrifice offering” so that others might have food to eat and 
some measure of shelter and clothing. Young people are serious in their sacrifice and 
challenge those who are older to join them in a genuine "Week of Sacrifice.” For 
some, it will be the week of November 24 to December 1 (which includes, quite appro- 
priately, Thanksgiving Day) while for others, it will be the week leading up to the 
observance of the Sunday of Sacrifice in their own church.

BILINGUAL COMMITTEE 

Ronald V. Wells, Chairman 

The Bilingual Committee has found itself engaged in several serious and long- 
standing problems during the past year. One of the first matters to come before it was 
the proposed increase of ten per cent of all pastors working within this Committee. 
This was achieved in the course of the year. 
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Further investigation was made of the Italian work in New Haven and some 
explorations were made in cooperation with the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society concerning bilingual work with special reference to its future and the pol- 
icies which the committee ought to initiate. The Committee also faced the problems 
of determining a policy and program for the work in Yellow Mill Village, Bridge- 
port. Much time and effort have been spent in attempting to establish permanent work 
in this particular area. The responsibility for this work will continue to be lodged with 
this Committee until the Executive Committee of the Convention agrees upon some 
definite policy. 

There have been a number of changes during the year. At the close of the last 
Convention year, Mr. Parrella, having been called to another state. Rev. Salvatore Lo- 
Presti was asked to assume responsibility for the Italian work in Waterbury, sharing 
his time with his present work in Ansonia. The work in Waterbury is closely asso- 
ciated with the First Baptist Church. 

Repeated efforts have been made to find suitable quarters and leadership for the 
Italians of New Haven. Early in the year the Russian groups of Ansonia, Hartford and 
Waterbury, took action, expressing appreciation for financial assistance which had been 
given them by the Convention and declaring their purpose to assume full financial re- 
sponsibility for the support of their pastor. Rev. John Daviduk. 

Following thirty-six years of service as leader of the Czechoslovak Baptists of 
Torrington and Bridgeport, Rev. Paul E. Skokan has resigned on account of impaired 
health. The Convention is indebted to Mr. Skokan for his fidelity and loyalty to the 
work. No successor to Mr. Skokan has been appointed. 

The Chairman of this Committee is also Chairman of the Northern Baptist 
Bilingual Committee and wishes to take this opportunity to urge all persons interested 
or connected with bilingual work to, attend the Bilingual Conference at Jamaica, Long 
Island, beginning Tuesday evening, October 29, through Thursday evening, October 
31. There will be a meeting of the Northern Baptist Committee on Wednesday at four- 
thirty in the interest of further coordination and working relationship between the Com- 
mittee and the Bilingual Conference. 

Italian Baptist pastors will be interested to know of the all-day meeting on Ital- 
ian work Tuesday, October 29 This meeting will be over in the late afternoon

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Heyward M. Foreman, Chairman 

Christian Education in our Baptist Convention is no longer an experiment. It 
has reached a place deserving of the most careful consideration by our Connecticut Bap- 
tists. It is impossible to point to one or two outstanding things which have been ac- 
complished. There are many splendid accomplishments. 

The response of our churches to this growing program is very gratifying. We 
need not urge our churches any longer to avail themselves of the leadership of our 
staff. Their time is at a premium, but where there is a real need and a willingness to 
cooperate they are most happy when you show your confidence in them by keeping them 
busy. 

During the year we have added to the staff Miss Hazel L. West who has done 
a very commendable work with our Child Evangelism Program. Knowing that some of 
our churches would be slow at first to avail themselves of this program, your Commit- 
tee thought it best that Miss West should be able to work in our general Children’s 
Work both in our local churches and in the summer youth training program which, if 
properly considered and used by our churches, would result in increased interest in child 
evangelism. The latter program has not been given second place, and will be given the 
importance which the local church is willing to give it. We do commend the broader 
v-ork of training church school leaders in Children’s Work and summer vacation school 
leaders. Bringing the children to our churches, and bringing them to an awareness of 
God is all a part' of the same program. 

The summer youth program planned by our Director, Mr. Tuller, has grown in 
its usefulness and its appeal to our churches. Last year we added a Junior High Camp 
program. This year it passed from an experimental stage and we can look forward to 
its being a regular part of our future summer work. The two-term plan of our 
Suffield summer program for high school boys and girls is likewise in its second year 
and in every , way justifies the effort put into it. A new program for young adults was 
inaugurated this summer at Block Island. The results of this beginning have been so 
satisfactory that already new plans for strengthening this work have been begun by a 
special committee and new plans for next summer are going forward. 

As Chairman of this Committee, I would like to commend the loyal cooperation 
of the members of the Committee who, at some inconvenience to themselves, have been 
very faithful in attending Committee meetings and in doing the tasks assigned them. 
Our total youth program for the year will show that we operated a little in the "red”, 
but we would like to point out that the total amount appropriated for this work is about 
one dollar per person given special training. We believe that there has been no money 
better spent in our Baptist State program . 

We are vitally concerned with the future of our church schools in our Baptist 
program. Wei know that the main source of evangelism for all of our churches is the 
church school. How shall we grow without this important foundation of our churches be- 
ing strengthened? We call upon our lay men and lay women to consider the return of 
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adult church school classes to our church schools. The decline of many of our schools 
is definitely to be found in the lagging interest of adults in the church school pro- 
gram. We sincerely hope that our lay men and lay women will consider the serious- 
ness of this cause and bring back the adult church school. Don’t send the child to 
school. Bring him! 

We may soon be faced with no place for our summer youth training programs. 
Our Board of Managers should give early consideration to this important situation. 

We have a fine staff of leaders in our State Convention. Let us all give them our 
best cooperation and together go forward in the great Crusade for Christ which is not 
just for this year and the next, but an enduring one for all time. 


CONNECTICUT COUNCIL OF CHURCHES

After being without an associate secretary from December 31, 1945, to May 1, 
1946, due to the resignation of the Rev. J. Oscar Lee, the Council secured the services 
of the Rev. Joseph Evans as his successor. Meanwhile, the program of activities of the 
Council was effectively guided by the Rev. W^. Glenn Roberts, who has now served as 
General Secretary since September 1, 1945.

Believing that the American social structure, political system, and economic phil- 
osophy were bom of organized religion, and convinced that in order to preserve these 
three, the church must re-establish a working relationship with the community, the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches feels that it is the logical best means by which local 
churches can work together toward this end. Undertaking a campaign to better ac- 
quaint the churches of Cormecticut with the nature of the Council’s purpose and pro- 
gram, officers of the Council recently, issued a booklet entitled "The Connecticut Council 
of Churches — Serves the State and You.” Examination of this brochure will reveal the 
impressive scope of the Council’s work, including areas of religious education, ministry 
to migrant workers, chaplaincy and clinical training, ministry to industrial defense areas, 
radio workshops, youth and adult work conferences, rural life, social relations (in- 
cluding race, alcohol, industry, and social welfare and legislation), cooperation in spon- 
soring Northfield School, and the Connecticut Council of Church Women. Those in- 
terested can secure as many copies of this report as may be desired for distribution 
among members and friends of local churches. 

The Council enjoys the support of an increasing number of our Baptist pastors 
and churches. Typical of opinions is that of our President, Amasa D. Pierce, who re- 
cently stated, "Successful evangelism in the Nineteenth Century depended upon inter- 
denominational cooperation. Cooperative planning and action is just as necessary in 
our evangelistic responsibility today.” 

Your Committee urges every Connecticut Baptist church to extend to the Coun- 
cil the fullest possible cooperation and support. 
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CONNECTICUT BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY 

The 127th annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society was 
held in Bridgeport, October 19, 1945, and the minutes were printed in the Annual 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

The Society granted nine scholarships during the year — six to men and three 
to women, all of whom are preparing for a full-time Christian service. 

A meeting of the Board was held in Hartford on June 19, 1946, to consider 
applications for scholarships for the school year 1946-47. At this meeting, the question 
of merging the Education Society with the Connecticut Baptist Convention was dis- 
cussed but no action was taken. 

During the year, the Secretary of the Education Society, Miss Eleanore G. Mac- 
Kenzie, was married to Mr. P. B. Corum of Wyoming, and moved out of the state. 
She served the Society efficiently and faithfully, and her services will be greatly missed 
by the Board and the young people with whom she corresponded regularly.

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These figures representing 81 churches give an incomplete picture but allowing 
for each church not reporting the same number of baptisms reported last year the total 
number of baptisms shows a decline. If the number of baptisms reported by the Negro 
churches is substracted just for the purpose of comparison, the record of our other 
churches is alarmingly low. 

Your committee has met twice during the year and considered various methods 
of stimulating evangelism among the churches. Our approach has been through the 
pastor who is sometimes accused by the lay leaders as the bottleneck in aggressive effort. 
This may simply mean that the pastor has been discouraged by the indifference or un- 
enthusiastic response of the members when various types of evangelistic effort have been 
suggested. However, the pastor is always the key man and, unless he leads with 
courage, persistence and faith, little is likely to be done. Every church should have a 
definite effort during which the enlistment of men and women and youth for Christ 
and church membership should be the main emphasis. Whether the method is that of 
public services, visitation, decision days of membership instruction classes must always 
be left to decision of the local leaders but some such effort is quite necessary. 

The committee has provided for the mailing of pamphlets and other materials 
dealing with evangelism both from the State Office and from the Department of Evan- 
gelism of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, Dr. W. W. Woodbury, Direc- 
tor. Some of these materials have been inspirational and others have dealt with methods 
of evangelism, attendance campaigns and various practical approaches that the wide- 
awake pastor and church find helpful. We trust that these enclosures do not go the 
way of so much mail that comes to our desks rated as second class. 
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The Rev. William J. McCullough, special Director of Visitation Evangelism, 
has conducted two campaigns in Connecticut and the reports are encouraging and, as 
always, vindicate this method of approach. Two campaigns have been conducted under 
"Children for Christ Crusade” leadership with good results. The Committee on Evan- 
gelism has been glad to cooperate in these by the allotment of a portion of our budget 
allowance for this work. Two evangelistic programs (combination visitation and preach- 
ing) were conducted by tbe Director of Town and Country Work. 

It is to be hoped that our churches will not allow the Christian Life Crusade 
Institute to drop out of the picture without holding refresher meetings aimed at the 
conservation of all the good features and their further implementation. The basis 
motivation of this effort is evangelism. Churches that did not conduct such an institute 
last year may still obtain the necessary materials from the state and national offices. 

The presence of Dr. Jesse M. Bader, Director of the Department of Evangelism 
of the Federal Council of Churches, serves to emphasize the wealth of evangelism ma- 
terials provided through his Department, many of which are made available to us 
through our own Department of Evangelism of the Home Mission Society. 

The months of October and November have been designated for special em- 
phasis, on World Wide Fellowship (through World Wide Communion Sunday) and 
for nation-wide church attendance.

The matter of having other meetings during the year was also discussed and the 
executive committee was asked to make plans for such a meeting either at the House 
Party or the Annual Meeting in May. 

The possibility of having a retreat for Ministers, their wives, and families was 
suggested and it is hoped that the executive committees of the Fellowship and the 
Ministers’ Association might work out such plans for the coming Summer. It was 
noted with interest that several states have such retreats with great success.

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Mrs. John B. Pharr 

Mrs. John B. Pharr, wife of the Rev. John B. Pharr, pastor of the Community 
Church, N'ew Haven, died in her home on April 30. Dr. F. Jacobs, President of 
the Connecticut Baptist Missionary Union, conducted the service in which many 
beautiful and fitting tributes were paid Mrs. Pharr. Mrs. Pharr’s fine qualities of mind 
and heart were generously shared throughout her life of service for her Lord. 

Miss Bertha L. Bridgman 

The death of Miss Bertha L. Bridgman, church visitor of the Central Baptist 
Church of Hartford, Connecticut, on September 24, 1946, in Plainville, Connecticut, 
was strongly felt by the church and all those who knew her. After graduating from 
Gordon College in Boston, Miss Bridgman served for five years in Meriden, Connecti- 
cut, as an appointee of the Women’s American Baptist Home Missionary Society. 
Prior to coming to Hartford, she served in Worcester, Massachusetts, under the Baptist 
City Mission Board, in missionary work. She also served the First Baptist Church of 
Hartford as a missionary to the Italian people. At the time of her death. Miss Bridg- 
man had completed twenty-three years as church visitor at the Central Church. 


PUBLICITY 

Alvin D. Johnson, Chairman 

There have been no formal meetings of the Publicity Committee during the 
year. However, a report is in order to review the excellent work which is bing done in 
this field in local churches throughout the State. 

Many of the churches in Connecticut have a weekly church letter which acquaints 
the active and inactive members with the progress and new developments in the church. 
Pamphlets from the Promotional Department are distributed in the church letters and 
in some cases are displayed in the churches. The Connecticut Baptist does an excel- 
lent job of publicity, keeping one and all informed of the local and state news. Last 
year there were 11 issues of the Connecticut Baptist, with approximately 16,500 in- 
dividual papers sent to subscribers or as "extras” to the pastors for free distribution. 
While the actual cost of publication of a year’s subscription is about one dollar, the 
subscription price is 50 cents. Individual churches are making subscription drives to 
increase the circulation. Vlissicns ISdagazine is also being urged as required reading 
for Baptists throughout the Northern Baptist Convention. The Crusader is being sent 
to many- homes of the local churches. 

Each church in Connecticut would do well to have as its publicity goal. The 
Connecticut Baptist, and Missions Magazine in every home. The Publicity Committee 
and the State office are concerned with the development of an intelligent, informed 
Baptist group thoroughly acquainted with the local, state and world-wide activities of 
Northern Baptists. 
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STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Major L. Johnson, Chairman 

The function of the State Permanent Council is to act in an advisory capacity 
to the churches, tO' the pastors and associational councils in the matter of ordination 
and in other matters as occasion may arise. 

The Council supervises a registry of Baptist pastors in Connecticut. The registry 
is kept in the Office of the Convention. 

The Council advises that churches, when contemplating the ordination of young 
men for the ministry, study the "Qualifications for Ordination” and follow the "Pro- 
cedure for Ordination” as printed in the Annual of the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
for the year 1945. 

During the year the Council has been consulted concerning the ordination of 
two men for the Christian ministry. They were: Rev. Reverdy C. Ranson who was 
ordained at the Shiloh Baptist Church, Hartford, January 16, 1946, and Rev. William 
Hermon, ordained at the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, May 5, 1946. 

Qualification for Ordination 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which 
ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of 
the Association Permanent Council, or in the event of a lack of such a council upon 
the recommendation of the State Permanent Council. However, the call for a council 
of ordination should not be issued by the Association Council until the State Council 
has had full opportunity to pass on the candidate’s qualifications. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years 
of college studies. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the education preparation listed 
above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a two years’ 
course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for missionary or edu- 
cational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should ibe able to give clear convictions of truth 
upon subjects kindred to God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy Spirit; 
the Church and Its Ordinances; World-Wide Missions; and he should be able to give 
evidence of the implications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the indi- 
vidual, the life of the church, and the life of the world. 
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Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting of 
the candidate with the examining committee of the Association Permanent Councd and 
makes contact with the State Permanent Council, forwarding full data as to the quali- 
fications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Association 
Permanent Council after it has advised with the State Council, the church calls said 
council through its moderator to assemble as a council of examination for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and General 
Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, and such other guests as 
the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination shoujd not be set 
until after the council of examination has recommended that the church proceed with 
the ordination service. 

5. Where there is an Association Permanent Council the church of which the 
candidate is a member should present the candidate to the State Permanent Council 
for examination and upon its recommendation proceed to call a council of examination 
for ordination. Invitations to the council should be issued as in Sec. 3 above. 

(Qualification for Ordination, and Procedure of Candidate for Ordination as 
given are according to the amendments adopted by the Convention at the 1940 meet- 
ing.)

COMMITTEE ON PROMOTION 

J. Melvin Prior, Chairman 

The three points of emphasis during the year 1945-46 which your Promotion 
Committee adopted were; 1, an appeal to our people for increased giving; 2, an effort 
to enlist new givers to Missions; 3, the proposal of a Committee on Stewardship in 
each church. 

It is difficult to determine the measure of achievement without a survey. The 
only indications at present are the figures on the giving of our churches. A study of 
the giving of our churches in 1944-45 and 1945-46 reveals that 68 churches increased 
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their Unified Budget giving; 10 churches gave the same amount; and 51 churches gave 
less than the year before. This indicates the need of more direct cultivation of our 
people. 

We find that we have added another year of advance in our total and Unified 
Budget giving. The total for both Unified Budget and World Mission Crusade giving 
increased ^2,342.00 over last year. This is not large, but it is progress. The Unified 
Budget was a close call, only ^1,383.00. 

Our Committee has cooperated heartily with the World Mission Crusade Com- 
mittee and its very able Chairman, Amasa D. Pierce. Our state is fortunate to have 
this consecrated layman to lead in our Convention and in the Crusade. Dr. H. G. W. 
Smith is a fine addition to our leadership and we urge your whole-hearted cooperation 
in the World Mission Crusade. 

It is important, however, that we shall not permit our regular Missionary giving 
to decrease during the Crusade. It would be tragic for the future of our great world- 
wide effort if the special financial program for ^14,000,000 reduced the continuous 
giving to the Unified Budget. This will demand much wisdom in each local church. 

We are grateful to Dr. Terrell, Mr. Tuller and the office staff for their willing 
and effective leadership in the Promotion Department. 

We urge, again, that you remember our basic policy adopted five years ago: 

"1. The indirect method of Missionary and Stewardship education in every 
department and phase of the local church program. The development, also of world- 
vision in our people. 

"2. The direct method of promotion to stimulate individual giving by presenta- 
tion of needs; use of promotional materials, speakers and assemblies; and the mobiliza- 
tion of the whole church for a direct frontal attack on giving to benevolences. There 
should be a new emphasis on tithing, as the basis of giving. Pastors and lay leaders 
are urged to challenge their churches to new and unprecedented sacrifices.”

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THAT we commend to Divine Care our missionaries at home and abroad with 
continued prayers that God may so guide and empower them that their work shall 
prosper; 

THAT we affirm our full confidence in the consecrated courage, devotion and 
determination of our Baptist Youth to whom we pledge our prayers, our interest and 
our full cooperation; 


THAT, recognizing the menace of Godless homes with resultant juvenile delin- 
quency, we do our utmost, by our gifts, by personal visitation or public evangelism, to 
bring parents and children into the transforming presence of Christ; 

, THAT, with the use of alcoholic beverages increasing alarmingly, we pledge 
participation in the nation-wide campaign to register with press, radio, and movies our 
disgusted disapproval of prevalent extensive, misleading and dangerous advertising of 
such beverages and that we support state and national efforts to strengthen liquor 
control laws and to wisely educate our people as to the dangers of using beverage al- 
cohol; 


THAT we commend to our churches such procedures as may assist labor and 
management to solve their complex problems in the spirit of Christian concilliation; 

THAT, race hatred and prejudice being unchristian' we will by God’s grace, 
uproot from our own lives those evil passions, supporting all efforts designed to pro- 
mote respect and understanding among men; 

THAT, deeply appreciating the untiring efforts of all who planned these meet- 
ings and those serving on the program, we especially thank the Pastor and people of 
Calvary Church whose hospitality makes our presence here a delight as well as ’an in- 
spiration; 

THAT, with eyes fixed steadfastly upon the Cross of Christ, we take up our 
own crosses, consecrating ourselves to prayer, to study of the Word, and unstinted 
giving of ourselves and all we have that the whole Gospel may reach the whole of this 
sin-cursed, war-torn and sorrow-burdened world which God so loved that He gave His 
Son that men, knowing Him, may have eternal life.

COMMITTEE ON TOWN AND COUNTRY WORK 

Frank M. Swaffield, Chairman 

This is the second report of the Town and Country Committee which was called 
into being by the action of the Convention, taken in 1944, creating a Department of 
Town and Country Work. The past year has been one in which real progress has been 
made. 

% 

Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Director of Town and Country Work, covers both 
Connecticut and Rhode Island. In this work we cooperate with the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society through their Town and Country Department. The Director 
gives in part an account of his stewardship in figures (which are for both states and 
cover the period from May 1, 1945 to April 30, 1946): 

Visits to Churches 143; sermons and addresses delivered 168; reported conver- 
sions 51; conferences attended 24; conferences conducted 28; miles covered 20,055. 
Evangelistic efforts which included visitation and preaching were conducted at Quaker 
Hill and New Milford. 

The Committee cooperated with similar committees of the Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island Baptist Conventions in the conduct of two four-day Town and Country 
Pastors’ Conferences on Block Island. One of these was held in November 1945 and 
the other in April 1946. 

A new program was initiated by the Town and Country Committee and carried 
through with the cooperation of the Christian Education Committee. Through this 
program, valuable help was given to several country churches by ten young people who 
gave their services as Christian Disciples teaching in daily Vacation Church Schools. 
These young people were trained in the Laboratory School at the Summer Assembly 
before going to churches to which they were assigned. 

This has been a good year, one of genuine service, and yields a strong hope for 
the coming days.

WOMAN’S MISSION SOCIETY 

The women of the State Mission Society have shared responsibility during the 
past year in denominational plans, and have endeavored to attain definite goals. 

The 25th Annual Meeting was held in the Central Baptist Church, Hartford, 
May 9, 1946, and Mrs. Oscar Kahl, President, in her message gave us thoughts for 
consideration and encouragement. 

The theme for the year — "Thy Will” was woven into the day’s program, and 
scripture verses Eph. 6:6, Luke 22:42 and 1st John 2:17 were recommended as aids 
for personal consecration. Spiritual uplift was felt as Mrs. Edwin H. Tuller led us in 
devotions, and Mrs. W. O. Gardiner gave messages in song. 

Mrs. Howard S. Palmer took us on an imaginary trip to our Home Mission 
Stations, touchingly yet vividly portraying life and workers at these fields. 

Our study themes "Christianity and Race in America and India” were presented. 
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Miss Frances Tencate held us spellbound telling about our Baptists in India. 
Miss Tencate’s humorous recital of Indian life proved most informative. 

As the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society was bom seventy- 
five years ago, a 75th anniversary pageant was presented. Frocks representing styles 
during the seventy-five year period were displayed. ' 

Some reports were given orally, but special mention must be made of the 100% 
completion of our white cross quota. Over 2500 articles were sent to eight mission 
stations here at home, and in addition, many boxes to Mather. 13,625 articles were 
furnished for 509 overseas stations. 33 cartons for world relief, and 59 boxes to min- 
isters in Norway. Other countries served were France, England, Belgium, and the 
Philippines.

In Connecticut is ample opportunity for Christian Friendliness, and the chair- 
man reports that projects of a diversified nature have been promoted in individual so- 
cieties. 


In the business session the resignation of Mrs. Kahl as president was accepted 
with great regret, since during her short term in office her sweet personality and able 
leadership had been much appreciated. We were, however, happy to welcome as our 
new president, Mrs. Fiomer Clark. In Mrs. Clark Connecticut women are fortunate 
in having a leader who inspires confidence and seeks to promote a progressive program. 
Mrs. Charles F. Banning, who has so thoroughly conducted the foreign work as Second 
Vice President resigned, but we are now looking forward to continuing under the guid- 
ance of Mrs. Gilbert Wood. 

Mrs. Daniel G. Rider’s resignation as corresponding secretary was also accepted 
with regret. This office was filled by Mrs. James Elliott. 

It is gratifying to report that all offices are filled, and each department is 
headed by an active leader. After a year’s absence from the State Reading Chairman- 
ship Mrs. William Everett has again accepted this appointment. Mrs. Joseph Edman 
has taken over the Traveling Library, and it is hoped the women of the state will avail 
themselves of the privileges of this department. 

Our annual House Party at the Hartford Seminary Foundation from September 
11 to 13 was acclaimed by many "the best ever.” A devout spirit of consecration was 
evident. 

Mrs. Homer Clark formally opened the party with prayer of thanksgiving and 
petition, and later gave a challenge to Connecticut women. She urged us to "Rise Up 
and Build.” She urged that we get the 3500 inactive women in our state working with 
the 1900 who are strong. 

Guests were Dr. Elsie D. Morris from Nellore, South India, and Mrs. Bernice 
Robinson of the Baptist Educational Center in Harlem, N. Y. Dr. Morris stated that 
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90% of India live in villages, and that only 2% are Christian. She emphasized condi- 
tion existing in the villages, using the blackboard as a means of visual aid. Mrs. Robin- 
son told of her work with the children at the Center, and endeavored to present the 
“Christian Elarlem” which never gets into secular print. She stressed individual witness 
and work. 

Registration at the House Party was 235. Much of the success of the House 
Party can be attributed to the careful planning of our ever reliable Mother Leroy M. 
Bennett, who loves to praise those working with her for the splendid cooperation and 
help. Space prohibits a full account of this three day mountain-top experience, but a 
few of the highlights were: A service asking God’s blessing on our missionaries, when 
candles held by a group of women formed the Cross; A most impressive service of 
Dedication to this year’s house guest "The Great Unseen Guest;” A candid .chalk 
talk by the cartoonist Charles A. Wells, mapping troops marching upon the horizon, 
but as a solution of peace mightier than the sickle or swastika ■ — the golden Cross of 
Christ in the foreground; and finally. The Annual Communion Service, when with Dr. 
H. G. Weston Smith we partook of the holy elements, drank from the Word of God, 
and bared our hearts to our Maker. 

The usual Board of Managers and Executive meetings have been held during 
the year. Preceding the 123rd Annual Connecticut Baptist Convention at Calvary 
Church, New Haven, October 16-18, a Board meeting held session at the home of 
Mrs. Howard S. Palmer. The treasurer reported a balance of ^74.15 and a House 
Party balance of $46.47. $221.50 was the amount collected for the "Unseen Guest.” 

The resignation of Miss Edythe Braddock as State Publicity Chairman was ac- 
cepted with extreme regret. Mrs. Theoddre N. Johnson of Stratford will act in Lhis 
capacity in the future. A unanimous vote was passed making Miss Braddock a per- 
manent Honorary Member of the Board of Managers in recognition of her many years 
of faithful service. 

The women took over an hour on the program of the General Convention 
Thursday afternoon, when they presented "Broadcast from Station CWBMS.” 

A very delicious banquet was spread before the women by the ladies of the Cal- 
vary Church Friday evening. Mrs. Howard S. Palmer delighted the women by a unique 
presentation before the women adjourned to again join the general assembly for the 
final program of the convention. 

Literature has been on display and for sale at all regular meetings. 

The women are making the World Mission Crusade one of their major projects. 

As Dr. Smith pointed out to Connecticut women in session at Hartford^ — There 
is nothing more important right now than the discovery of "The Will of God.” May 
this truth be the watchword of all Connecticut Baptist women this year.

and How to Obtain It.” Psalm 126:6. He referred to the Pastors as those who were 
sowing the good seed that must bear fruit in the days to come. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. George H. Strouse of Flanders. 

This was followed by the State Convention hour in charge of Dr. William Sale 
Terrell who introduced his co-workers. Rev. E. H. Tuller, Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, 
Miss West and Dr. Smith. Each one presented the work of the department. Dr. 
Terrell then asked for questions and thei;e were several matters discussed. 

The afternoon offering was then received and business matters were then dis- 
cussed. 

The report of Evangelism showed 107 baptisms reported by 17 churches. 
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Twelve churches reported special efforts among children. Seven churches held 
a total of eleven weeks of special evangelistic services. No church cooperated in union 
evangelistic services. 

It is to be reported that there were less baptisms than the previous year. 

The Flanders Baptist Church reports participation in a five weeks’ program in 
which the school children were released from school one hour a week for religious in- 
struction. 

The Bozrah church reports the organization of a new Sunday School. 

Rev. Walter H. Loomis then spoke on the matter of Liquor Advertising and 
What Was Being Done to Counteract It. 

Miss Ruth McGuire of the American Home Mission Society presented an ad- 
dress on Juvenile Delinquency. 

The Resolution Committee reported as follows: 

1. Appreciation 

Whereas, the friends of the First Baptist Church of New London have gra- 
ciously and comfortably entertained the New London Baptist Association in a day of 
trying conditions; therefore be it resolved that we express our deep appreciation and 
gratitude for the work of the church to the pastor and people. 

2. Appreciation 

Whereas, the program has been of the highest order and we have here felt the 
blessing of God upon us; therefore be it resolved that the same appreciation be ex- 
pressed to the speakers and leaders from our State Convention and National Organ- 
izations, as well as to the organist, pianist, other musicians and speakers and all others 
who have enriched the program of the Association. 

3 . Denomination 

Whereas, the tragic world situation has commanded the attention of our de- 
nomination servants and leaders and 

Whereas, the denomination has voted in convention to begin a great Crusade 
to attempt to alleviate suffering, to prevent starvation, to resume and expand our mis- 
sionary activity, and to meet the challenge of home and foreign reconstruction; there- 
fore be it resolved that we support every effort to further the Gospel of Christ and its 
application to human need. 

4. Evangelism 

Whereas, the problem of Juvenile Delinquency has confronted the best leader- 
ship in national and religious affairs; therefore be it resolved that we wholeheartedly 
support all efforts in youth evangelism wholesome recreation, and church-sponsored 
fellowship. 
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5. Temperance 

Whereas, the use of alcohol as a beverage is the primary cause of much of our 
national crime, Corruption, moral and economic waste; therefore be it resolved that we 
as Baptists examine our own consciences and habits in the matter of the use of in- 
toxicants and rally to the support of denominational, and interdenominational agencies 
in their programs of temperance education, total abstinance, and elimination of all bev- 
erage alcohol advertising.
